Knang-chou -- Now that the cities of Kuei-lin and Liu-chou, and moat of
the highways in Kwangtung and Ewangsl provinces have been liberated, the truck-
ing companies in Kusung-chou are planning to resume operations between ‘Kuang-
chou and Liu-chou. From Kuang-chou, the trucks will run on the highway which
goes to Bhao-kuan and then to Heng-yang. From Heng-yang, the highway runs
southward 157 kilometers to Iing-ling, and from Ling-ling, 208 kilometers to
Kuei-lin. From Enel-lin to Liu-chou the trucks will go through Li-p'u. Liu-
chou will be the terminmal of the trucking lines until Nan-ning, vhich is located
160 kilomsters farther to the south, ies liberated from.the Nationalists.

PRI-P'ING TO KUANG-CHOU TAKRS 25 DAYS BY AUIO -- Kung-shang Jlh-pao, 25 Nov 49

Euang-chou, 24 November -- According to & recent arrival from Pei-p'ing,
1t took him 25 days to reach EKuang-chou by automobile, but the trip was not too
difficult. He reported that the highways by vhich he traveled are well main-
tained and protected.

The first leg of the trip was over the highway from Pel-p'ing to Shang-hal
which runs perallel to the T'ien-ching--P'u-k'ou reilroad line. From Shang-hel,
the highway extends to Hang-chou, then to Chin-hua, Nan-ch'ang, Chi-en, Kan-chou,
Ta-yu, Shao-kuan, and finally to Kuang-chou. Meny people, including merchents,
ere now using this route. The traveler reported that Nan-ch'ang 1s becoming the
main commercial center between Knang-chou and Shang-hsal.
